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What is claimed is: 



An orthogonally ambiguous carpet tile. 

2. TPije orthogonally ambiguous carpet tile of claim 1, wherein the tile has a tufted 
face. 

3. The orthog^ally ambiguous carpet tile of claim 1, wherein the tile has a woven 
face. 

4. The orthogonally a^iguous carpet tile of claim 1, wherein the tile has a fusion 
bonded face. 



An orthogonally ambiguousScarpet tile having a pattern comprising a background 
color and a first color different from tne background color. 

The carpet tile of claim 5, wherein ihe background color and the first color have 
similar intensities. 



The carpet tile of claim 5, wherein the pattern comprises shapes, at least one of 



which shapes is formed by at least one straight line. 

tsT) The carpet tile of claim 7, wherein adjacent shape^omprise at least one common 
color. 



9^/ The carpet tile of claim 7, wherein the at least one straighr^ine is oriented parallel 
to an edge of the carpet tile.

An orthogonally ambiguous carpet tile comprising a pattern of shapes, at least one 
of which shapes is formed by a straight line oriented parallel to an edgo^of the carpet tile, 
wherein the shapes are further formed firom at least one of a plurality of cblors 
comprising at least a background color, a first color, and a second color, wHi^rein at least 
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one of the shapes is formed from the background colop^nly, at least one of the shapes is 
formed from the backgroimd color and the first colOT^only, at least one of the shapes is 



formed from the background color and the^econd color only, and at least one of the 
shapes is formed from the background,e^or, the first color, and the second color, 
wherein the background colors^^e^-first color, and the second color have similar 
intensities and wherein a^c^nt shapes comprise at least one common color.

b. using a pli^alijy of cllcjrs, including the background color, to form shapes 
on the carpet web; and 

c. designing and positioning ufes^apes on the carpet web so that at least one 
shape has at least one straight side parallel to an eSg^f the carpet web and adjacent 
shapes have at least one common color.
